In discussing the Act itself, he 
said that the quota of 154,687 per 
year has never been filled because 
it gives preference to northern 
Europeans and they do not take up 
their share of the quota. 

He cited the fact that 25,000 Ger- 
mans and 65,000 Britains can be 
admitted, but from countries such 
as Egypt and India only 100 people 
were eligible under the law. 

Dr. Mihanovich believes that the 
McCarran - Walter Act cannot be 
amended but must be completely 
rewritten. The Lehman Bill is an 
effort to rewrite the present Act 
and embodies better immigration 
principles. Dr. Mihanovich urged 
support of the Lehman Bill.

Conservative Set Up Of A 
"Beth Din” To Deal With 
Jewish Laws Of Marriage 


NEW YORK — The establishment 
of a' Joint Conference on Jewish 
Law, and of a Beth Din, or Coui-t, 
was announced today by the Facul- 
ty of the Jewish Theological Semi- 
nary of America and the Rabbini- 
cal Assembly of America. The 
Joint Conference will serve as the 
official instrument within the Con- 
servative Movement for all matters 
governing the Jewish laws of mar- 
riage and family welfare. 

One of the first assignments of 
the Joint Confeernce was the adop- 
tion of a takhiuiah for the ketubah, 
the marriage contract, worked out 
by Professor Saul Lieberman, Dean 
of the Rabbinical School and Pro- 
fessor of Talmud. 

Under this contract the bride and 
groom agree to recognize the Beth 
Din (Court) set up by the Seminary 
and Rabbinical Assembly, as “hav- 
ing authority to counsel us in the 


light of Jewish tradition which re- 
quires husband and wife to give 
each other complete love and devo- 
tion. . . 

At a press conference at> which 
the new procedure was discussed, 
Dr. Louis Finkelstein, Chancellor 
of the Seminary, said, “We antici- 
pate that the effect of the new 
tiikJoinali will be to strengthen 
Jewish home life through marriage 
counselling, to inculcate a profound 
sense of family responsibility, and 
to protect the wife from some of 
the abuses current at the present 
time.” 

Explaining the reasons for the 
present modification of the Ketu- 
bah, and for the establishment of 
the Betli Din, Rabbi Harry Hal- 
pern, President of the Rabbinical 
Assembly of America and spiritual

plained that grave consideration 
was given to all the problems in- 
volved in this change, “For 4,000 
years,” said Dr. Halpern, “the Jew- 
ish laws of marriage and family 
welfare have been designed to pro- 
tect the rights of husband, wife, 
and children. In the American 
milieu, today the home of more 
than 5,000,0(X) persons of the Jew- 
ish faith, there has been no au- 
thority having power to prevent 
abuses of the traditional law. Our 
position here, and the authority un- 
der American civil law of the prac- 
ticing rabbi in American communi- 
ties, necessitated the establishment 
of a Beth Diu, and the creation of 
a marriage contract in which both 
bride and groom place themselves 
under its jurisdiction, if we are to 
prevent even such flagrant abuses 
of Jewish law by the unscrupulous 
as, for example, the refusal to is- 
sue a get, or Jewish bill of divorce- 
ment, after a civil decree has been 
granted.” 

The new marriage contract has 
been adopted by a resolution of the 
Rabbinical Assembly, an associa- 
tion of more than 500 rabbis. Mem- 
bers of the C'^tli Din are: Doctor 
Ben Zion Bokser, Rabbi of the For- 
est Hills Jewish Center, New York 
and Lecturer in Homiletics at the 
Rabbinical School of the Seminary;
